THE MAJORITY REPORT OX THE 
NEW TARIFF BILL. 


T h e R e p u b lica n Id ea o f P ro tectio n 
a n d R ev en u e R e d a c tio n F u lly 
Set F o rth .

W ashington,October4th.—The majority 
report on the tariff biil declares that the 
demand for a careful and thorough re­ 
vision of the revenue laws is imperative. 
First—To reduce the national revenues, 
which now are excessive. 
Second—To protect honest importers and 
domestic producers from the disastrous 
consequences resulting from fraudulent 
undervaluations of imported merchandise 
on which ad valorem rates of duty are 
levied. 
Third—To remedy the defects, anomalies 
and incongruities which have been from 
time to time discovered in the tariff sched­ 
ules, or w hich had been created by errone­ 
ous decisions of the Treasury Department. 
Fourth—To secure a proper readjustment 
and equalization of tariff rates, rendered 
necessary by modified business conditions, 
improvements in methods of production, 
radical changes in prices, or by new ele 
ments or sources of competition.' 
Fifth—To give relief and protection to 
many industries that are now suffering on 
account of the inadequate rates levied on 
competing products. 
The public demand for a reduction of the 
revenue, the majority says, is more urgent 
on account of the inexcusable retention in 
the National Treasury—or on deposit in 
national banks—of vast sums of money in 
excess of the amount required to pay "the 
current demands upon the Treasury and to 
meet maturing obligations of the Govern­ 
ment. This sum, with the additions which 
will accrue within the next four months, 
and before any legislative action reducing 
the revenues can be effective, it declares 
will be sufficient to pay in full the out­ 
standing 41 per cent, bonds due in 1891, of 
$221,000.000. This accumulation, it insists, 
could and should have been profitably 
avoided and the possibility of business dis­ 
aster avoided by the prompt return of the 
money collected from the people to the 
channels of trade through the purchase of 
United States bonds that could at all times 
have been obtained for prices which would 
have been equal to the investment of the 
otherwise unprofitable funds at a rate of 
interest of not less than 2 per cent. 


BAD FEATURES OF TH E HOUSE B ILL. 
The majority expresses its conviction of 
the inadequacy of the House bill as a re­ 
medial measure for the following reasons: 
First—It would probably increase instead 
of reduce the revenue. 
Second—It provides no remedy for un­ 
dervaluations, but, on the contrary, invites 
and gives immunity to fraud by substi­ 
tuting ad valorem for specific duties; and 
Third—It does not remedy any inequal­ 
ities or anomalies, nor cure any defects in 
the existing law. 
If foreign manufacturers, the majority 
say. should, through the changes made in 
the cotton and woolen schedule, secure a 
quarter of the market now held by Ameri­ 
can manufactures—and this it thinksa very 
conservative estimate—the additional duty 
would reach at least $00,000,000. An ex­ 
pansion of imports, it declares, would also 
follow a reduction of the rates on china, 
porcelain, common window glass, manu­ 
factures of iron and steel, Hax, jute, hemp 
and many minor manufactures, with great­ 
ly augmented revenues. 
It declares that the House bill perpetu­ 
ates the existing infirmities created by its 
obscurities and faulty construction, and the 
doubts and ambiguities which must m ul­ 
tiply indefinitely. The present confusion 
of results, however (the majority say), 
which would flow from the failures of the 
bill, a3 a corrective measure, would be 
much legs disastrous to the material inter­ 
ests of the country than those which 
must surely follow the adoption of its 
vicious affirmative propositions. 


AD VALOREM RATES CONDEMNED. 
One feature which most clearly indicates 
its purp-se is the proposed substitution of 
ad valorem for specific duties. This could 
have no other result than to change rates 
which are now protective for others which 
would not protect. The promoters of this 
bill must have been familiar with the testi­ 
mony submitted to Congress by Secretary 
Manning, disclosing enormous frauds upon 
the revenue and upon honest merchants 
through the use of ad valorem rates. The 
use of ad valorem rates has been condemned 
by the experience of every commercial na­ 
tion in the world, by the judgment of those 
who have been intrusted with the responsi­ 
bility of customs administration, and by 
honest importers and merchants, as well as 
by intelligent political economists and leg­ 
islators of every shade of economic belief. 
When business is depressed and foreign 
prices abnormally low; when foreign com­ 
petition is most "to be feared, and when a 
defensive barrier is most needed by do­ 
mestic producers, then ad valorem rates 
are lowest, protection reduced and de­ 
pression intensified. 
On the other hand, when foreign values are 
highest, the rates are highest, and restric­ 
tion enlarges into prohibition. It is desir­ 
able that a sliding scale of duties should be 
adopted. Rates should increase as foreign 
prices diminish. The proposal to apply 
this principal to all manufactures of wool 
would be unsatisfactory and destructive. 
The rate proposed in "the wool schedule 
would prevent the importation of low 
grades of flannels, blankets and hats of 
wool, and all low and medium grades of 
cassimeres and other cloths which enter 
into the manufacture of the clothing of the 
great mass of our people, but would be in­ 
sufficient upon all classes of dress goods 
and cloths for men’s wear. 
The majority say that with the exception 
of silks, wines, liquors, tobacco and sugar, 
every tariff schedule is invaded by altera­ 
tions made wiih the hostile spirit which 
pervades the House bill, and that nearly 
all of our industries would feel the blight­ 
ing effects of changes which are either in­ 
considerate or purposely destructive. 


T H eJ f REE TRADE TENDENCY 
Partly concealed in these propositions to 
cripple or destroy numerous industries are 
clearly brought into view by an examina­ 
tion of the list of articles w bich the bill 
proposes to place on the free list. Of the 
104 items from which duties are removed, 
nearly one-half (48 in number), are manu­ 
factured articles, 16 agricultural products, 
11 articles now free of duty or witbout 
commercial importance, and" 21 articles 
which now pay a small revenue duty, but 
which are of such character that the re­ 
moval of the duties is unobjectionable. 
The report here embodies a list of about 
fifty manufactured articles from which du­ 
ties are proposed to be removed by the 
Mills bill, reterring to which list the ma­ 
jority says ; "This is free trade in the con­ 
crete, and the list furnishes conclusive evi­ 
dence of the intentof the House bill, which 
cannot be neutralized by the eleventh-hour 
disclaimers of its supporters. Upon inves­ 
tigation it will be lound that, with the ex­ 
ception of tin plate, the supply of the above 
articles for consumption at home is now 
furnished to a great extent bv domestic 
producers, whose business would be in 
most instances, at once destroyed bv the 
adoption of that bill.” 
The majority report estimates that at 
least $500,000,090 capital and 300,000 work­ 
men are now so employed. It declares that 
in many cases, where manufactured articles 
are placed on the free list, the duty is re­ 
tained on the materials from which they are 
manufactured, and that this discrimination 
would act as prohibition upon production 
in this country. The provision admitting 
German looking-glass plates free, the ma­ 
jority believes, is the first attempt which 
has been made in the American tariff to 
discriminate between the productions of 
the various foreign 8tates, and it thinks it 
can be safely assumed that the producers 
of France, Belgium and England would 
not consent to this discrimination in favor 
of German manufactures. 
CONFLICTING FR0VI8I0K6. 
In several cases articles are free under 
one description and dutiable under an­ 
other. In a great number of instances the 
materials used by the manufacturer are 
dutiable at one rate, while the finished pro­ 
duct is dntiable at a lower rate. 


FR EE WOOL, AND LABOR INTERESTS. 
On tree wool the majority say : “ We 
have been recently advised by the Presi­ 
dent that in any tariff revision such re­ 
liance upon the present revenue arrange­ 
ments a3 has been invited or encouraged 
should be fairly and justly regarded, and 
assured the country tbat in ’the reforms in­ 
augurated by his party friends abrupt and 
radical changes which might endanger such 
enterprises and injuriously alfect the inter­ 
ests of labor dependent upon their success 
and continuance, are not contemplated or 
intended. There can be no better test of 
the sincerity 
of 
these 
high-standing 
declarations 
than 
the proposition 
to 
Dut 
wool 
on 
the 
free list. 
YVool 
has 
been 
duitable 
since 
1876, and 
through all the tariff mutations which 
have since taken place no suggestion has 
been made by any political party, up to the 
inauguration of the present Administra­ 
tion, for the removal of those duties. The 
wool-growers of the country produce an­ 
nually 300,000,000 pounds ot wool, valued 
at $100.000,000. They supply nine-tenths of 
the clothing wool used by American m an­ 
ufacturers, and they have" raised the United 
States to the first rank among wool-pro­ 
ducing countries. This disorganization of 
labor we are asked to face in the hope that 
with one-sixth of the world’s supply of 
wool cut off we may thereby get cheaper 
wool and woolens. If this hope were ra­ 
tional, the loss would far outweigh the 
gain. It is better to maintain the wages of 
our workingmen and to develop our own 
resouices than to abandon our fields, stop 
our mills, and to look to Europe for the 
supply of our manufactured products.” 


a “ s e n s a t io n a l ” m e a s u r e . 
The majority term the Mills bill a “ sen­ 
sational bill,” and say that its provisions 
point to an attempt to discriminate in favor 
of the planters of the cotton-growing States 
—an attempt made with the vain hope that 
it may be found possible to achieve the 
permanent prosperity of one section at the 
expense of another. “ This discrimina­ 
tion,” they say, “ is not less marked in fa­ 
vor of the people of Canada and against 
the farmers and lumbermen living "along 
our 
northern 
border 
from Maine to 
Oregon.” 
The majority report treats at length 
upon 
the 
advantages 
of 
a 
home 
market 
for 
farm 
products, 
arguing 
that it is for the highest interests of the 
American farmer that the number of our 
food consumers, rather than of tood pro­ 
ducers, should be increased. Those who 
have by their patient labor and intelligent 
efforts built up this great industry, relying 
for their security upon the pro'tection of 
the present reveuue arrangements, are cer­ 
tainly entitled to fair treatment and rea­ 
sonable consideration. 
They are refused 
either by this proposal. 
In selecting these 
branches of industry for the radical changes 
which free trade theories enforce, the Presi­ 
dent and his party have made it perfectly 
understood in this country and abroad tbat 
their acceptance of these theories is com­ 
plete, and that they intend to

t e c t i v e SYSTEM. 
It will be noticed that in 1860, after four­ 
teen years of revenue tariff, the total pro­ 
duction of domestic wool was 60,265,913 
pounds, or 17 pounds per capita, while in 
1884, after twenty-fours years of protection, 
the total production had increased to 308,­ 
000,000 pounds, or 54 pounds per capita. 
This increase justifies the policy of afford­ 
ing this important agricultural product 
adequate protection. The development of 
woolen manufacturers in the United States 
lias been arrested by the inadequate duties 
that were imposed upon the manufact­ 
urers of wool by the Act of March 3, 1883, 
which, taken together with the erroneous 
classification, the manufactures of worsted 
have led to greatly increased importations 
from England, Germany, France and Bel­ 
gium. It is only by the maintenance of 
the American system that operatives in 
American woolen mills can hope to retain 
the immense advantages, iu respect to 
wages, which they have over workingmen 
engaged in Germany and France. 
The protection to'the allied industries of 
woolens has not, however, been beneficia 
alone to persons employed in woolen mills. 
It has at the same time helped to increase 
the 


WAGES AND REWARD TH E FARM HANDS. 
It has enabled us to raise and sell 300. 
000,000 pounds of wool where 60,000,000 
pounds were raised, and to employ opera­ 
tives in working up 400,000,000 pounds 
where but 86,000,000 pounds were m anu­ 
factured. Coincident with this constant 
advance in wages and enlarged employment, 
there has been a great reduction in the cost 
of woolen goods to American consumers. 
Free trade in wool and a bare revenue 
duty for woolens would compel the farmers 
to raise other crops of which the sunply is 
already greater than the demand,"and it 
would close the factories, in which many 
millions capital are invested, rob an army 
of operatives of employment, and force 
down the wages of all the others. 
It is true, it says, that the decline in the 
prices of agricultural products has been very 
great, but the value "of these, when meas­ 
ured by the value of the farm utensils or 
other necessities of the farmer’s life, is 
much greater now than in any of the years 
preceding 1860. After months spent in 
violent attacks upon the protective system, 
and when fortunately the people of the 
country have become thoroughly aroused 
to the impending danger, the friends of the 
House bill suddenly discovered that it is 
not a free trade measure, and that it should 
not injuriously affect the vital interests of 
any ot the large number of persons em­ 
ployed in American industries. In place of 
this it is said that the bill proposes an av­ 
erage reduction of only $4 32 on every $100 
of dutiable merchandise imported. It is 
assumed that the retention of an average 
rate of 42.78 per cent, on dutiable merchan­ 
dise is conclusive evidence that the bill has 
no free trade tendencies. 


_ 
AN IR R EPR ESSIB LE CONFLICT. 
The majority defines a free trade country 
as one which does not impose protective 
duties upon importation, and says: “A 
careful comparison of the premises of the 
House bill now under consideration, with 
the detailed suggestions contained in the 
resolutions, will show with what fidelity 
the programme of the Free Trade Confer­ 
ence held in Chicago in 1885 has been fol­ 
lowed in every essential particular. The con­ 
troversy, however, between the opponents 
and friends of the bill under consideration 
is not one over names or phrases. It is a 
contest between those who support and 
those who oppose the American system of 
defensive duties, and this conflict is as irre­ 
pressible as that which was waged between 
the respective friends ot 
freedom and 
slavery.” 
The majority deny the charge that a war 
tariff’is being maintained in time of pro­ 
found peace, and express the opinion tbat 
the sections of the House bill intended to 
modify the existing laws relating to the tax 
on distilled spirits are certain to open a 
wide door for fraud in the collection of 
taxes on distilled spirits. 
In conclusion, the report says : 
“ The excessive duty of from 2 to 3J cents 
per pound now imposed upon sugar adds a 
considerable sum to the daily cost of living 
of every family in the United States, where 
in most cases the cost of sugar is greater 
than the cost of bread. The high rate of 
duty which has been levied upon this im­ 
portant article of food have not success­ 
fully developed the sugar-producing indus­ 
try of the United States. The great natural 
advantages which the producers of cane- 
sugar in tropical islands have over those of 
the UDited States preclude domestic compe­ 
tition upon equal terms. If it were not for 
the fact that the parties interested in the 
production of sugar from sorghum or beets 
are confident of the rapid development of 
these industries in the United States, the 
committee would recommend a still greater 
reduction in the rate of dutv upon sugar, 
ss the advantages of that reduction would 
be felt throughout a larger area than any 
other which could be made in our tariff 
schedules. 
Your committee have considered num­ 
erous suggestions for the repeal of all in­ 
ternal revenue taxes, bat they deem the 
adoption of this course at present both im ­ 
practicable and unwise. 
Not only because 
the repeal of these taxes would create a 
large annual déficit, but for the further 
reason that the tax levied on distilled spirits 
used as a beverage and on beer should be 
retained, and that legislation to protect 
American dairy products from fraudulent 
imitations should be enforced.” 
The Minority Report.

W a sh in g t o n , October 4th.—There was 
the biggest kind of a row in the Democratic 
camp to-day. The trouble all came about 
over an adjournment resolution. Repre­ 
sentatives Oates of Alabama and Turner of 
Georgia started in bright and early this 
morning canvassing for votes among" their 
Democratic colleagues in the lower house 
in favor of adjournment. They met with 
such marked success that they determined 
to consult their Senatorial brethren at the 
other end of the Capitol. Speaker Carlisle 
and Representative Springer were given the 
mission, and after an hour's labor they 
came back to the House and reported that 
the Democratic Senators would support an 
adjournment resolution passsed by the 
House. 
A D IFFICULT JO B. 
Accordingly Representatives 
Springer 
and Turner retired to the Ways and Means 
Committee-room to draw up a suitable 
resolution. 
The work took some time, for 
it was found to be quite difficult to explain 
the why and wherefore of this sudden and 
freDzied desire to go away immediately fol­ 
lowing the introduction of the Republican 
tariff bill. 
They bad just about completed 
the resolution, and Speaker Carlisle had 
passed judgment upon it, when Breckin­ 
ridge ot Arkansas entered the committee- 
room. He has just returned from a stump­ 
ing tour of his Congressional District. 
He 
was told what it was proposed to do. The 
effect was pronounced. 


THE FIER Y LITTLE FREE TRADER 
Front the the West tore his hair and swore. 
He said the resolution should not be intro­ 
duced; that it was political death to run 
away from the tariff question now, and 
that, in short, the men who proposed this 
step did not have judgment or sense enough 
to carry them through an election in any 
place short of the solid South. This, of 
course, made the gentlemen in favor of the 
resolution mad. Turner said he would in­ 
troduce the resolution in spite of the entire 
party. 
At this interesting stage of the proceed­ 
ings it was agreed to let the matter go over 
for an hour. Breckinridge made good use 
of that hour. He went to the Senate and 
conferred with Senators Van Clief, Harris, 
Vest. Reagan and a number of others, and 
with them swooped down on the House, 
and not only carried the day, but the reso­ 
lution of adjournment as we'll. He said to­ 
night that it would never be introduced. 


TH E A ID ED RAILROADS. 


Com m issioner Johnston’s Report on the 
TL P . and c . P. Com panies. 
W a sh in g to n, 
October 4th. — General 
Joseph E. Johnston, the Commissioner of 
Railroads, in his annual report to the Sec­ 
retary of the Interior, states that the rail­ 
roads south of the Union and Central Pa­ 
cific and east of California have been in­ 
spected during the year bv Hassard, tbe 
engineer of the office. The Commissioner 
inspected the Union and Central Pacific 
and all the roads in California and Oregon 
connected with the latter, and those in 
Washington Territory. 
" These roads,” the Commissioner adds, 
"are all in a very satisfactory condition 
They were well built originally and have 
been kept in excellent condition since. 
Steel rails have been substituted for iron 
almost everywhere.” 
The examinations of the books and ac­ 
counts of 
the subsidized companies— 
namely, the Union Pacific, Central Pacific 
Sioux City and Pacific and the Central 
Branch of the Union Pacific—were made 
by W. M. Thompson, Assistant Book­ 
keeper, and J. Kemper, the Clerk. These 
included comparisons of the reports of the 
companies made to the Commissioner, 
with their books and accounts. No errors 
nor discrepancies were detected. The re­ 
port shows that on December 31, 1887, the 
Union Pacific had disposed of 12,944,781 
acres of land, the total cash receipts from 
all sales amounting to $29,395,255.

A comparative statement of the funded 
debt of the Union Pacific shows that on 
December 31, 1887, the amount of bonds 
outstanding was $115,508,639; net decrease 
lor the year, $1,788,472. The revenue of 
the road for the year 1887 aggregated $25 - 
129,515; expenses, $19,297,981; surplus, $5,’- 
831,534. The debt of the Union Pacific on 
December 31, 1887, was $222.169.431 
of 
which $60,868,500 was capital stock :' in­ 
crease for the year, $1,801,183; assets, $266 - 
451,137; net increase, $8,858 358; net in­ 
crease in surplus. $7,057,132; total earnings 
of the aided poitions of the road, $17.473 - 
276; increase, $1,149,423, expenses, $11,439’- 
773; decrease, $350,018; increase in the 
amount due tbe United Stales Government 
$238,080.

The funded debt of the Central Pacific 
December 31, 1887, was $87,735.680; de­

I understand that my relations to these 
public questions and to the people is a repre­ 
sentation of that interest which thus expresses 
itself in principies of government rather than 
in men. iCheers.] I am one of the oldest Re­ 
publicans.

THE SENATE BILL. 


The Mills bill makes reductions upon 
dutiable articles $29,712,641, upon remis­ 
sions by free list of $19,773,599, a total of 
$49,586,240. 
The Senate bill, just made 
public, makes a reduction upon dutiable 
articles of about $35,700,000 and free lists 
about $6,500,000, or a total of $42,200,000. 
The bill of the Democratic party claims 
internal revenue and other reductions of 
about $23,500,000, or a total of all reduc­ 
tion of about $78,000,000. The Senate 
or Republican bill reduces upon alcohol 
u-ed in the arts $7,000,000, which is 
untouched in the Mills bill. The Repub­ 
lican bill makes a reduction also in in- 
tcrnal revenue of $25,000,000 upon tobacco. 
Its total reduction is, therefore, afxmt 
$75,000,000. 
A notable item of Republi­ 
can reduction is that of nearly $28,000,000 
on sugar. 
Between the claims of the 
supporters of the respective bills there is 
not, by this showing, any wide difference 
in the aggregate amount of reduction. 
In 
the cursory examination necessarily given 
to the telegraphed report of the Senate bill, 
it is not possible to arrive at accurate to­ 
tals; it will require a full reading of the 
measure a*ul »oiiie very careful compari­ 
sons to determ ine just how far apart the 
two bills lie as to total reductions of rev­ 
enue attained. 
But this matter of reduc­ 
tion, for which both parties are pledged, is 
not the point of real interest in comparison 
to the method employed. 
AVe are told 
that Senator Sherman, whose financial and 
statistical knowledge and statesmanship 
command respect for his opinion, deems 
the Senate bill the liest revenue tarill' 
scheme ever offered to the country. When 
it comes to the free lists of the two 
bills, 
the 
real 
issue 
develops, 
and 
the 
question 
of the protective pol­ 
icy 
becomes 
the one prominent one. 
The Republican claim is—and there is 
every reason to believe from a first ex­ 
amination of the telegraphed report of the 
bill that :t is sound—that the bill con­ 
forms strictly to the doctrine of the party 
and the utterance of the platform; that is 
to say, the prime object has been attained 
of reducing the income with a view to con­ 
tracting the surplus without assailing the 
material industries of the country. 
So far 
as ( alifornia is afiécted by it, the measure 
plays a large part. 
Thus, it does not re­ 
move protection from the wool industry, it 
provides 
protection 
to 
grape-growing, 
an! it does not assail lumber by free- 
listing it. 
Figs, beans, dates, salt and 
numerous other articles free-listed in the 
Democratic measure, are given specific pro­ 
tection in the new bill, while upon raisins 
the Republican measure puts a higher 
dutiable rate than fixed by the Mills bill— 
that is, the Democratic measure reduces 
the old rate from 2 cents to 1! cents, and 
the Republican measure adheres to the old 
rate. 
The bill will be studied and com­ 
pared with the existing law and the Mills 
bill with intense interest, and while it is 
under this examination we may accept the 
statement of Senator Sherman, who, proba­ 
bly better than any other, knows the 
measure in detail and its probable effects if 
a law, that “'it is now a plain, fair, square 
issue between a tariff for revenue only and 
a tariff for revenue and protection. A 
question whether articles necessary for 
human life should be made by American 
labor or hy foreign labor, and whether the 
wages of American labor should depend on 
the American policy of protecting all forms 
of labor and production.”

It has been well said that the natural 
and most economical relation of producer 
and consumer is that of close proximity 
and intimate association. 
But in the case 
of the Chinese worker civilizing conditions 
forbade the application of that law, and 
hence the exclusion of a low class of labor 
that produced in competition with another 
class upon whom civilization placed the 
obligation of conditions compatible only 
with a greater wage than the Chinese 
earned. 
When, therefore, we expel the 
Chinaman to protect American labor, we 
must, to be consistent, keep out the product 
of his labor when it is elsewhere applied. 
Our Democratic friends cannot consist­ 
ently join with the Republicans and drive 
the Chinese from the vineyards of Califor­ 
nia, and then refuse to put up a barrier to 
prevent that industrious race, when pro­ 
ducing raisins just over the Mexican line, 
from sending them in to us at less than a 
living price for the California vineyardist. 
Yet that is precisely one instance of what 
the Democratic party projioses to do. 
It 
proposes to delude the American producer 
into the belief that he has a limitless for­ 
eign market, and need have no fear of 
competition 
from 
foreign 
agricultural 
fields.

Those who have believed that it will be 
profitable to so increase our foreign trade 
as to keep as good a market for all agri­ 
cultural staples abroad as ever, are, we 
think, doomed to disappointment. The 
whole drift of agricultural industry on the 
other side of the Atlantic is toward greater 
and easier production. 
Both Russia and 
India, for instance, are becoming such 
powerful competitors with us in the wheat 
market, as to constitute an immediate 
menace to the American producer. 
It is therefore a wise [xdicy not only to 
diminish large and encourage small and 
diversified farming, but to so build up and 
conserve manufacturing as to enlarge the 
home consuming market. If a large pro 
portion of our manufacturing labor by rea­ 
son of the influx of foreign products of 
manufacture was thrown into the agricult­ 
ural field ¡to-day, as Mr. George insists can 
l>e safely done, it would unquestionnbly 
produee distress by abnormally augment­ 
ing the surplus of agricultural production. 
The fact that the agricultural producer 
has now a surplus and seeks its disposal 
abroad, gives emphasis to the position. 
The home market for American produc­ 
tions is not only not fuily, but is not 
nearly half developed. 
The capacity of 
the United States for industrial popula­ 
tion i- immensely in excess of the per­ 
centage of the present population engaged 
in soil-production. That tiie Republican 
party should, therefore, bend its energies 
to conserving manual labor and manu­ 
facturing, and 
to 
enlarge, 
the pur­ 
chasing ability of the wage-earners of 
America, is an evidence of the wisdom of 
its policy.

Adjutant-General. 
The formation of a Vigilance Committee 
in Fresno on the 12th of last A ugust caused 
the Adjutant-General to issue orders re­ 
garding it. The moviDg cause of the or­ 
ders, however, was “the part taken by 
m em bers of the N ational Guard in the un­ 
lawful assemblage, ’ resulting in an investi­ 
gation, conducted by Major W illiam M. 
Gibson, A. A. G. of the T hird Brigade, u n ­ 
der orders from Brigadier-General Budd, 
in accordance with a suggestion from gen­ 
eral headquarters 
Genera! Orton acknowledges the obliga­ 
tions of his office to Major Gibson for the 
able and complete repori of the investiga­ 
tion made at his own expense, and ex­ 
presses appreciation of the faithfulness of 
Major S. S. W right, of the Sixth Infantry, 
“ who seemed to at once have realized his 
duty as an officer, and to have fearlessly 
performed it.” 
The result cf Major Gibson’s investiga­ 
tion is summarized as follows in orders : 
“ The comm ittee assembled at the Court­ 
house, and, m arching to the arm ory of 
Companies C arid F, Sixth Infantry, forci­ 
bly broke the locks on the gnn-raeks and 
took possession of the arm s intrusted to 
those companies, and, after parading the 
streets with them for an hour, returned 
them to the arm ory. On one or two subse­ 
quent evenings threats were made to take 
them again, but the threats were not carried 
out. It appears front the evidence adduced 
before Major Gibson, that several members 
of the National Guard took part with the 
comm ittee in the unlaw ful seizure of the 
State property, while on the other hand 
certain officers and enlisted men protested 
in the strongest m anner against it, notably 
Majors S. S. W right and B. R. W oodworth, 
Sergeant H art, Corporal Presslv, Privates 
Snow and W alker. They are deserving of 
comm endation for their faithfulness to 
duty, while those who took part with the 
committee, all of whose names are not at 
present know n in this office, are deserving 
of the severest censure. 
However much 
tneir sym pathy m ay have been with the 
committee, they, a s ’mem bers of the N a­ 
tional Guard, should have held themselves 
aloof from all participation iu the u n ­ 
lawful movement, for all officers and en­ 
listed men have subscribed to an oath to 
‘ m aintain and defend the laws, and all 
officers employed in adm inistering the 
same,’ and no mem ber can take part in 
such affairs w ithout violation of his oath.” 
The Adjutant-General then proceeds in 
orders to give a lecture to comm anding 
officers, concluding as follow s: 
“ W ithout going into the m atter too

On the 14:h of last February an action 
was brought in the Superior Court entitled 
The People cf the State of California, on 
the relation of P. A. Finigau, vs. Dana 
Perkins et al. 
It appears that on the 17th of July, 1887, 
Finigan was appointed by Governor B art­ 
lett a Director of the State Board of A gri­ 
culture. H e did not receive his commission 
and had no notice thereof until the 17th of 
February following. 
H e then took the 
oath of office us required by law. 
On the 
27th of January last defendant Perkins was 
appointed a Director of said Board in iieu 
of Finigan, and to recover the office in 
question the action was brought. 
Defendant Perkins dem urred to the com­ 
plaint on the ground that Finigan failed 
to take the oath of office w ithin ten days 
after his appointm ent; that therefore he 
never lawfully qualified and his appoint- 
m ’n t became void. 
In passing upon the m atter orally, on 
W ednesday, Judge H u n t held that the cir­ 
cumstance that the failure of an appointee 
to file his oath of office w ithin ten days 
after the issuance of 
his commission 
does not necessarily vacate the appoint­ 
m ent. Said the C o u rt: 
“ It m ay happen from causes beyond his 
control, or from irregularity of the m ail 
service, where, as in this case, the comm is­ 
sion was sent to the appointee by m ail, 
such commission m ay not have been re­ 
ceived by him until more than ten days 
after it was forwarded. 
W here such ap­ 
pointee, itumediafely upon receipt of bis 
commission, qualifies, as did the relator 
Finigan, I think he substantially com­ 
plied with the law. 
Hence, the dem urrer 
of the defendant Perkins is overruled. The 
other defendants, the members of the 
State Board of Agriculture, have no con­ 
cern in this controversy and have been im ­ 
properly joined in tiie action, and hence 
their dem urrer is sustained.” 
This decision practically disposes of the 
case.

Beatty, President of the Im ­ 
provem ent Association, called the meeting 
to order, and nom inated Mayor Gregory to 
preside. 
The Mayor was uuanim ously 
elected, and took the chair. 
F. A. Baker 
was elected Secretary. 
Robert Devlin, being called upon, stated 
the objects of the meeting, substantially as 
stated at the last meeting of the Im prove­ 
m ent Association and published at length 
in the R ec o h p-U n io n . 
H e stated that 
Messrs. Luttrell and Loughery, of the Santa 
Rosa W oolen Mills, had bought out the 
other m em ber of the firm, Mr. W alker, and 
desired to move their m ills to, a more ad­ 
vantageous location It was desired to form 
a stock company to build a -mill and carry 
it on in this city. 
It woi.lil lake $40,000 to 
build the m ill, and Messrs. Luttrell and 
Loughery would each take $10,000 worth of 
stock, but were willing that the citizens of 
Sacramento should hold a controlling in­ 
terest if they desired. The California State 
B in k had subscribed for $C,500 in stock, 
and be bad assurance that others would 
take stock. 
H e said that Mr. Luttrell 
would explain more fully. 
Mr. Luttrell then addressed the meeting 
at some length. H e said it was a simple 
business proposition. This city was the 
best possible location for the mills, as the ¡ 
productive section of California was from j 
Benicia north and east. H e believed that 
the investm ent would pay from one to 1 
three per cent, per m onth. 
Mr. Loughery also addressed the m eeting, 
showing why Sacramento was the best 
place in the State to carry on woolen mills. 
The m achinery of their mills was all of the 
latest pattern and in perfect order. They 
invited the meeting to appoint a committee 
to visit their m ills and examine the m a­ 
chinery. 
Mayor Gregory said that the propositions 
were very tair and deserved careful consid­ 
eration. 
He hoped those present would 
exptess themselves fully on the subject. 
A. Abbott spoke favorably to the propo­ 
sition. H e bed lived in Marysville, where 
woolen m ills had been conducted success­ 
fully and paid as high as 35 per cent, on the 
capital invested. 
H e had stated that the 
California State Bunk would subscribe 
$2,500. 
H e thought the people of Sacra­ 
mento should look into the m atter very 
carefully before rejecting the proposition. 
He thought a comm ittee of active men 
should be appointed to interview people 
who had money to invest and point out to 
them the advantages of the proposition. 
Judge Beatty said he believed that the 
establishment of manufactures here would 
be of great benefit to Sacramento. 
He 
agreed with Mr. Abbott in regard to the 
appointm ent of a committee, and had no 
doubt that there would be enough sub­ 
scribed promptly to carry on the enterprise. 
Many persons who would not wish to em ­ 
bark in the business as a pecuniary invest­ 
m ent, would do so in order to see’the new 
industry started. 
E. J. H oit had no knowledge of the 
woolen m ills business, but 
believed it 
would be a good thing for Sacram ento if 
the proposition of Messrs. Luttrell and 
Loughery was accepted. 
E. Tryon, Sr., said that he had been talk­ 
ing with Mr. Luttrell about the matter, 
and had told him that Sacram ento was the 
best place in the State lor a woolen m ill. 
H e recited his experience in the Capital 
Woolen Mills. 
H e had a hard struggle 
and had been twice burned out. 
He and 
his associates had hela a m eeting and de­ 
cided to rebuild the Capital Woolen Mills. 
They were willing to put in tlie m achinery 
they bad on hand, or if that was not satis­ 
factory they could have two mills. H e did 
not think they could rely on two or three 
per ceDt. on the investm ent. There was 
plenty of skilled labor here that he had 
trained himself. H e did not believe that 
there would be free trade in wool. If he 
thought there would he would not want a 
woolen m ill at any place. There was no 
place superior to Sacram ento as a location 
for the mills. 
The details of the business were then 
discussed at considerable length. 
Mr. Luttrell said that the starting of one 
m anufactory would bring others, and this 
would soon be a m anufacturing center. He 
spoke of the great advantages of the Fol­ 
som canal, and spoke of Folsom as the fu­ 
ture Lowell of the Pacific coast. Sacra­ 
m ento would consume all the m ills could 
turn out, and if Mr. Tryon started up his 
m ill there would be plenty of room tor 
both. 
People who came from the East 
would locate where the manufactories are 
in order to find em ploym ent for themselves 
and their children. 
In regard to the effect 
of the tarill legislation, he said that neither 
of the tariff bills proposed to take the 
tariff oil the m anufactured article. There 
was no question but that the manufacturers 
could m ake more profit if the tariff was 
taken off the raw m aterial. 
H e concluded 
by saying that if he was rid ot his prop­ 
erty in Sonoma he would not ask Sacra­ 
m ento to nut in a dollar. 
He would huild 
the m ills himself, and he would build them 
in Sacramento, because it possesttd greater 
advantages than any other city on the 
coast. A paper had been prepared for the 
signatures of those who desired to take 
stock. 
Mr. Tryon statfd that there was an East­ 
ern man in the city who wished to start a 
tannery here and there bad been some talk 
o f locating near the woolen m ills and 
using steam from the same place. 
W illiam Schaw, of H u n tin g to n -H o p ­ 
kins Company, thought the moneyed men 
of Sacram ento ought not to allow’this op­ 
portunity pass. The establishm ent of this 
industry would lead to others. 
C. H . Cummings and L. E ikus spoke in 
the same line. The latter said that the 
goods from the Santa Rosa Mills had a good 
reputation. 
Mayor Gregory did not think the people 
of Sacram ento would allow this oppor­ 
tunity’ to pass. H e favored the appoint­ 
m ent of a comm ittee to canvass, and he 
believed the necessary am ount of stock 
would be subscribed w ithin a very few 
days. 
Mr. Abbott moved that Messrs. Schaw, 
Cummings and l.ewi3 be appointed as such 
committee. 
Mr. Cummings suggested that in place of 
that he would recommend a committee of 
three to issue invitations to persons liable 
to be interested in the movem ent to meet at 
some stated tim e when Mr. Luttrell could 
be present and present the m atter to them 
in detail. 
Mr. Abbott thought the idea a good one 
and desire it to take the place of his 
motion. 
Mr. Devlin moved that L. E lkus be 
added to the committee. 
J. W . Avery, who had come in late, 
spoke strongly in favor of the movem ent. 
Messrs. Cummings and Schaw stated that 
they could not serve, and the following 
comm ittee was finally appointed: A. A b­ 
bott, E. J. Holt. L. Elkus, L. L. Lewis and 
C. A. Luhrs. 
The meeting then adjourned. 


B oard of S u p ervisors. 
The Supervisors were in regular session 
yesterday, all the members being present. 
Most of the tim e was passed in exam ining 
claims against the county. The Board hav­ 
ing asked District Attorney B runer for an 
opinion as to w hether the Board should 
levy a tax in H ighland School District at 
this lime, upon a tax voted by said district 
in July last, he sent in a com m unication in 
which he sa id : “ My opinion is that the 
Board of Supervisors should order the 
County Auditor to segregate the property in 
H ighland Park School District according to 
the boundaries on file with the County 
Clerk, and add the tax w hich you m ay 
find necessary to levy to the assessment 
roll of the land-owners in that district.” 
The County Auditor was instructed to 
segregate the property in H ighland Park 
School District according to the boundaries 
on file. 
J . A. Gibson was appointed to distribute 
throughout the county all blanks, etc., ap­ 
pertaining to the coming election, at a cost 
not to exceed $169. 


M eetin g o f th e S ch ool D ir e c to r s — M r. 
H o p h iD s’ E x p la n a tio n . 
A special m eeting of the City Board of 
Education was held at the office of the 
Superintendent last evening to consider the 
question of the sale of school 
books. 
Nearly all the pupils in the city, at least 95 
per cent, of them , have already purchased 
the books at the retail price charged by the 
dealers. 
Director M artin said he had called upon 
County Superintendent Howard, who had 
agreed to furnish all who call at his office 
at the Court-house, with books at State cost. 
In accordance with this arrangem ent he 
had inserted the following advertisement 
in the daily papers: 


SCHOOL B OKS! 
The public is hereby notified th a t by courtesy 
of B. F. H ow ard, County Superintendent of 
Schools, State text-books can be obtained at his 
office at State cost price. 
En. JI. Maetin, 
C hairm an Com m ittee Course of Study. 
D irecto r 
H o p k in s said he w ish ed to 
S 
lace him self right before tlie people. The 
ooksellers had gone back upon their agree­ 
m ent with the Board. 
If they had done 
as agreed, there would have been no cause 
for complaint. 
Before this m atter of the 
distribution of school-books was considered 
at all, Mr. H oward, County Superintend­ 
ent, offered to furnish the city schools at 
State cost, the same as he wiU’fnm ish the 
districts throughout the county. It was the 
intention all tire tim e of every m em ber of 
the Board that the pupils should be lur- 
ni-hed the booksat State cost. It never was 
the intention for a single m om ent that deal­ 
ers should in any way profit by th ir intro­ 
duction. Tiie m atter was referred to me to 
ascertain the best term s upon which the 
dealers would handle them in order to es­ 
cape having to form a revolving luud, 
which would incur more or less expense. 
Mott,

cent. 
Houghton wanted 10 per cent, tor handling 
them . At ihe next m eeting of the Board 
the book firms were asked to state the best 
term s they would give to become the agents 
of the Board and have the exclusive sale of 
the books at State cost. 
Mr. Megerle came 
before the Board and voluntarily said he 
intended to keep ihe books and sell them 
at State cost. Mr. Sawtelle otiered $25 for 
the exclusive right to sell at State cost and 
Mr. Houghton offered $55 for the same 
privilege. Mr. H oughton, who was the 
best bidder, said he would prefer that all 
the dealeis be allowed to sell. 
No other 
price was mentioned than Slate cost. That 
was well understood, and the fact that it 
was so understood is evident from the 
action of the booksellers themselves, who 
commenced and did sell at that price for the 
first half day. It was so understood at that 
meeting and I w entsouth believing that the 
dealers would do as they’ agreed, and that 
school books would be furnished at Slate 
cost. 
The Saturday before school commenced 
I returned. 
I heard then that the dealers 
were trying to form a combination. 1 went 
to Mr. Houghton and spoke to him about 
it. Mr. Houghton said there was some 
such talk but that he proposed to stand bv 
his agreem ent. The booksellers have acted 
in bad faith. They are entirely to blame. 
They failed to stand by the agreement en­ 
tered into by them w ith this Board. 
Ii 
they m ade up their m inds afterwards to go 
back upon their word, if they had sim ply 
informed us of that tact we could have 
started a revolving fund that would have 
answered every purpose and saved to the 
parents this unw arranted charge. 
H e said 
he thought the dealers had made a great 
m istake; they had by tbeiracts forfeited the 
confidence of the com m unity, at least those 
who have bought school books will not 
feel so kindly toward them in the luture as 
they have in the past. 
H e did not think 
the booksellers now would compel chil­ 
dren to go the County Superintendent to 
get the books, but sell them at State cost. 
Mr. M artin said the only thing that the 
Board was to blam e for, was that they did 
not make the agreem ent w ith the dealers in 
writing. 
Mr. Conklin said he did not care how it 
was done, but some arrangem ent must be 
made whereby the books could be fur­ 
nished at cost and not have to go to the 
dealers. 
Mr. Petrie thought the arrangem ent wiih 
the Superintendent the best thing to be 
done, at least for the present. 
^ Mr. Chipm an—If we had them in the 
door they w ouldn’t dare do it. 
They had 
a chance to squeal and m ake som ething by 
it, and they did it. 
The report of Mr. M artin was u n an i­ 
m ously adopted accepting the proposition 
of the County Superintendent. 
T he rule relative to the furnishing of 
books to indigent children was discussed at 
some length, and Director M artin gave no­ 
tice that he would move an am endm ent at 
the next regular meeting. 
Eighteen new desks were ordered for the 
Sacram ento Gram m ar School. The F u r­ 
niture and Supply Committee was also in ­ 
structed to furnish the necessary desks for 
other schools. 
A t a meeting some weeks 3go the teach­ 
ers of the H igh School were furnished for 
their use certain text-books. A motion 
was introduced last night to furnish all the 
teachers in the schools w ith a set of such 
books as they used, but it was voted down.
